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Applicants respond as follows to the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance contained in the October 16, 2009, Notice of Allowance for the referenced 
application: 

Method claim 29 is independent from claim 27 and should be allowed on its own. 
Indeed, method claim 29 does not limit the operations set forth in the reasons for 
allowance to any specific structure, e.g., an audio interface, an echo control module or a 
transfer module, or to the particular "means" set forth in specification and insubstantial 
differences thereof (the narrow interpretation given to the "means" under 35 USC 112, 6 th 
paragraph) and claim 28 is not limited to "means plus function limitations" or to an audio 
interface.
